In the State of I'ennsylvania, we regard the velo
power with peculine favor. [n the convention of 1337,
which was lield fur the purpose of proposing amend-
ments to our Constitutiun, the identical proposition
notw nade by the Scoator from Kentucky was brought
forward, and was repudiated by a vote of 103 1o 14.—
T'his convention was composed of the ablest and most
practical wen in the State, and was almost equally di-
vided between the two great rival parties of the coun-
try; and yet, in that body, but jourteen individuals
could be found who were willing to change the Cunsti:
tation in this particular.

Whilst the framers of the Conslitution thought, and
thought wisely, that in order to give this power the
practical eflect they designed, it was necessary that
any bill which was vetoed should be arrested, notwith-
standing a majority of Congress might alterwards ap-
prove the meusure; on the other hand, they restrained
the pawer, by conferring un two-thirds of each House
the avthorily toenact the billinto a law, notwithstand-
ing the veto of the President. Thus the existence, the
exercise,and the restraint of the power are ull harmo-
niwusly blended, and afiord a striking example of the
matual eheeks and balances of the Constitution, so ad-
I ly adapted to preserve the rights of the States aud
of the people.

The last reason to which T shall advert why the velo
power was adopted, and ought to be preserved, 1 shall
state in the language of the seventy-third number of the
Federalist:

«The propensity (says the author) of the Legislative
Department to intrude upon the rights, and to absorb
the powers of the other Departments, hias been already
aiore than once snggested. This insufliciency of o
inere parchment delineation of the boundaries of’ each,
fias also been remarked upon, and the necessity of fur-
nishing each with constitutionsl arms for its own de-
fence, has been inferred and proved. From these clear
and indubitable principles results the prepriety of &
negative, either absolute or gnalified in the Executive,
upon the acts of the legislative branches ™

The Exrecutive, which is the weaker branch, in the
npinion of the Federalist, onght not to be leftat the
merey of Congress, “bnt ought to possesa a canstity-
! tional and effectual power of selldefiznee.” 1L onght
to he able to resist encrozehments on its eonstitutivnal
rights.

Mr. Buchienan. For many years past, [ believe that
this las slways been done as 1t always oushtto be
| done, in the States: and the Federal Constutution was
not adopted until after it had been submitted to a con-
vention of the peaple of every Siate in tke Union.

So much in regard Lo the Siates, The Senator's ar-
gument has no application whatever to the Federal
Constitution, which las provided the mode of its own
amendment. It requires two-thirds of both llonses,
the very mnjorily required to overrnle a Presidential
velo, even Lo propose any amendm2nt; and befure soch
an amendment can be adopted, it must be ratified by
the Lemislatares, or by conventions, in three-fourths
of the several States. To state this proposition, is to
manifest the absurdity, noy the impossibility of apply
ing the veto power of the Fresident to smendments,
which have thus been previously ratified by such an
overwhelming expression of the public will. Thig
Constitution of ours, with all its checks and balances,
is & wonderful invention of human wisdom. Founded
upon the most jnst philosopkical principles, and the
deepest knowledge of tie nature of man, it produces
harinony, happiness, and order, from elements, which,
to the superficial observer, might appear to be dis.
cordant.

On the whole, 1 trust nol only that thisveto powe’
may not be destroyed, but that the vote on the Senator'®
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be of such a character as lo settle the
question, at least during the present generation. Sir,
of all the Execulive powers, iLis the une least 1o be
dreaded. It cannot creale; ilean orginale no measure;
it can change no existing law; it can destroy no exist-
ing insuitution. [tis 8 mere power to arrest husty and
inconsiderate changes, until the voice of the people,
who are alike the musters of the Senatory, Representa-
tives und President, shull be heard.  When it speaks,
we must all buw with deference to the decree.  Public
opinion is irresistible n this counlry. It will accom-
plish its purpuse by the removal of Senators, Repro-
sentatives, or President, who may stund in ils way.—
The President might as well attempt to stay the tides
of the ocean by erecling mounds ol sanc, a6 tothitk el
eonteviling the will of the people by the velo power.
The ounting waves of popnlar opinion would soun
prostrate such a feetle barrier. The veto power 18

Why, then, shunld we, with rude
Lands, tenr away one of the gords from this wisely ba-
lanced instrument, and thus incur the danger of impair-
ing or destroying the harmony and vigorous sction of
the whole? I'he Senater from Kentucky has not, in
my opinion, furnished us with any suflicient reasons.

"And after all, what harm can this veto power ever
do? 1t ean never delay the passage of a great public
measure, demanded by the people, more than two, or
at the most, four years. ls it not better, then, to sub-
mit to this possible inconvenience, (for it has never yel
acenrred,) than lo destroy the power sltogether: 1t
ix nut probable that it ever will oceur, hecause il the
President shiould disregard the will of the people on
any important constitulional measure which they de-
sired, he would sign his own poiliticsl death warrant
No President will ever knowingly attempt to do it; and
his means of knowledge, from the ordeal throngh which
he must have passed previous to his election, are supe-
rior to those of any other individual. He will never,
unless in cases scarcely to be iinagined, resist the pub:
lic will when fairly expressed. It is beyond the pa-
ture of things to believe otherwise. The veto power 18
that featurefol our Constilution which is most conser-
vative of the rights of the States and the rights of the
people.

ADDRESE OF THE DEMOCRATIC MEMBERS OF THE
Oill0 LEGISLATURE TO THE PEOPLE OF THE STATE

People of Ohiv—A  eeries of most extraordinary
events, which have resulted in the averthrow and an-
nilulation of Representative Government in Ohio, in-
pase upon us the duty to acquaint you with the fazts
which mark this startling epoch in the annals of cur
Commenwealth.

By law, the General Assembly of the State, was
convened and assembled at the Capitol, on the 2iih
of July Inst. Business of great public moment, and
general interest and importance, demended and was
receivine, the eareful and deliberate consideration of
your representative servants, when on the morning of
the 11th inst., twenty eizht members of the House of
Representatives, and thirteen Senators, by a concert of
action, and under the pretext of resigning their seate, |
rotired from the Halls of Legislation, and left both
Houses of the General Assembly without that number
of members which the Counstitution requires for the
transaction of business,

Every eflurt was made on our part in either House,
to compel theatlendance of the absenlees; but the pro-
cess of the law was disobeyed—contemned, and the
public officers, charged with its execution, insulted and
menaced. The Executive Chief Magistrate of the
State, whose duty it is made by the Constitution and
tlie lawe, 1o provide for the filling of vacancies in the
Legislature, ad in other offices, was then appealed to
to perform his duty. Your Representatives were an-
swered by that officer, that he could have no official
communication with the remaining fragment of the
law makinz power—that neither the Constitution, the

Inws, his official onth, or the responsibilities of his high
station, imposed any duty upon him in the emergency.
Thus, was every peacelul, legal, constitutional means |
an our part exhausted, unavailingly, to preserve the |
integnity of the Legislature, and to vindicate the su-|
premacy of the Censtitution und the laws; and thus
were we compelled to see the law-making power stop-
ped in the full career of its progress, literally annihi-
Jated—your government stubbed in the vital part by
saccessful insurgents against its organic law.

Fellow citizens! The more immediale consequences
of this revolutionary act, cn the part of a portion of
your public servants, will be found in the alinost total
abrozation of the entire legislation of the vession. It
aveils the people of the State nothing, that their Legis-
Inture had been seventeen doys in session, al an ex-
pense of thousands of dollars, and that measures of an
all.pervading interest lo the communily—measures
which would have been creditable to the lshors of a
three months’ session were on the point of consumma-
tion, and the Legislature itself upon the eve of o furru—l
al and eonstitutinnal adjournment-—a resolution fixing |
on Mondsy, the 15th inst., for an adjournment, having
passed one branch of the Legislature unanimously.
T'his act of the insurgent members, which we cannot
regard as less than a predetermined and vrganized con.
spirrey against the Government, hus arrested and pros-
trated every thing.

The State has not been divided into congressional
districts, although the bill for that purpose had passed
one branch of the Legislature, and, threfore, you can-
not elect your representatives to Congress al the usual
and proptr Lime.

The bill to provide relief for the suflering contract-
ors and laborers upon the public works, although it had
passed one, and reached its second reading in the other
braunch, has failed.

The bill to provide for the appraisement of personal
property 1o be soid on execution, although it had passed
both bouses, and only awaited the signature of the
Speakers of the respective Houses, lo become a law,
has failed,

The bill to tax brokers and prohibit a fraudulent cur-
rency, has failed.

The bill extending the corporate existence of the sol.
vent and specie-pnying banks of the State, under the
restrictive provisions of the act to regulate banking, has
failed.

The bill to give mechanics a lien upon the labor of
their own hands, has failed.

These and many otheér measures of absorbing interest
and imperious necessily, praoyed for by a common con-
stituency, have been defeated by this bold attempt to
gubvertall government and law.
